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A  $3  million  Centennial  effort 

to  complete  Second  Century  Fund 

•  Trustees  spearhead  low-keyed  wrapup  of  $10  million  program 

In  a  Centennial  effort  to  complete  its 
Second  Century  Fund  program  on 
schedule,  Presbyterian  College  next 
year  will  seek  $3  million  from  a  limited 
number  of  special  friends. 

Trustee  Chairman  Robert  M.  Vance 
of  Clinton  announced  the  board  of 
trustees  is  spearheading  this  low-keyed 
push  to  reach  the  $10  million  Second 
Century  goal.  He  added: 

"This  1980  emphasis  is  not  a  new 
campaign  but  rather  a  wrap-up  of  the 
Second  Century  Fund  which  started 
in  1976  and  already  has  raised  almost 
$7  million.  Our  board  is  more  deter- 
mined than  ever  to  finish  the  job  and 
add  more  strength  to  PC's  outstanding 
program.  We  expect  to  do  it  with  a 
quiet,  special-gifts  approach  to  a  rel- 
atively few  individuals,  corporations 
and  foundations." 

The  major  objective  is  endowment  to 
underwrite  more  student  aid  funds,  to 
strengthen  the  faculty  and  to  enrich  the 
academic  program. 

Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Orr,  president  of  Pres- 
byterian College,  said  he  was  pleased 
with  the  enthusiastic  trustee  reaction 
to  the  Centennial  effort.  Two  weeks  after 
the  board's  unanimous  endorsement  at  its 
recent  fall  meeting,  a  special  trustee  com- 
mittee was  organized  and  it  began  work- 
ing toward  reaching  its  objectives.

$20  million  in  total  assets.

Number  1  Blue  Hose  host  NAIA  playoff 


After  finishing  Number  1  nationally 
in  the  NAIA's  final  ranking,  the  PC  foot- 
ball team  will  be  host  to  a  quarter-final 
playoff  that  could  lead  to  the  champion- 
ship Palm  Bowl. 

The  Blue  Hose  will  play  eighth-ranked 
Saginaw  Valley  State  (Mich.)  in  Bailey 
Stadium  at  1:30  p.m.  on  December  1.  A 
win  here  would  advance  PC  to  the  semi- 
final round  (December  8)  and  a  step 


closer  to  the  Palm  Bowl  scheduled  for 
McAllen,  Tex.,  on  December  15. 

Other  teams  qualifying  for  the  post- 
season competition  and  a  shot  at  the 
small-college  national  title  are:  Texas 
A  &  I,  Western  (Colo.)  State,  Wisconsin- 
River  Falls,  Central  Oklahoma,  Angelo 
(Tex.)  State  and  Kearney  (Neb.)  State. 

When  Cally  Gault's  team  came  from 
behind  to  whip  Newberry,  16-14,  on 


Thanksgiving,  it  closed  the  regular 
season  with  a  10-1  mark.  This  record 
is  the  finest  in  the  history  of  PC  foot- 
ball, surpassing  the  9-1  play  that  carried 
the  Blue  Hose  to  the  Tangerine  Bowl 
exactly  20  years  ago. 

Although  the  National  Association  of 
Intercollegiate  Athletics  is  considered 
a  small-college  organization,  other  play- 
off schools  range  in  size  from  2,000  to 
12,000.

Retiring  after  15  years  over  women's  program 


Associate  dean  Marion  F.  Hill,  who 
came  to  the  campus  15  years  ago  as  PC's 
first  dean  of  women,  has  announced 
plans  to  retire  at  the  close  of  the  1979-80 
school  year. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  said  he 
accepted  with  regret  her  request  for 
retirement  and  praised  her  for  many 
contributions  to  the  Presbyterian  College 
program.  He  added: 

"Marion  Hill  was  a  key  figure  in  PC's 
transition  to  full  coeducation.  Although 
I  have  not  been  president  during  most 
of  her  tenure  here,  I  can  see  the  fruits 
of  her  excellent  work  in  the  smooth  op- 
eration of  women's  organizations  and 


activities.  We  are  most  grateful  for  the 
service  she  has  rendered  during  a 
crucial  time  in  the  life  of  this  college." 

Miss  Hill  joined  the  PC  staff  in  1964, 
one  year  before  the  opening  of  the  first 
residence  hall  for  women.  She  used  this 
time  to  help  set  the  stage  for  having 
women  students  fully  integrated  into  all 
phases  of  campus  activity.  Previously,  a 
limited  number  of  women  had  attended 
PC,  primarily  as  day  students. 

Before  assuming  her  Presbyterian 
College  responsibilities,  Marion  Hill 
spent  almost  20  years  in  full-time  church 
work  as  a  director  of  Christian  education. 
She  held  this  position  at  the  Spartanburg 


First  Presbyterian  Church  from  1957  to 
1964  and  before  that  at  the  Central 
Church  of  Jackson,  Miss.,  1944-57. 

A  native  of  Brookhaven,  Miss.,  she  re- 
received  her  BA  degree  from  Belhaven 
College  in  1937  and  later  earned  her  MA 
from  Peabody  College.

High  hopes  for  veteran  cagers 


An  experienced  Blue  Hose  basketball 
team,  with  two  games  already  under  belt, 
has  high  expectations  of  a  winning  season 
and  a  crucial  role  in  District  6  play. 

The  PC  men  bounced  back  last  year  and 
climbed  almost  to  the  .500  mark  with  a  17- 
18  record.  All  of  Coach  Larry  Burch's  key 
performers  have  returned  to  give  him  his 
most  mature  team  in  some  time. 

Leading  the  way  are  three-year-letter- 
men  Jim  Watson,  top  scorer  with  a  16.5 
average  last  season,  and  John  Turner,  a 
strong  inside  man  who  finished  with  a 
flourish  to  average  14  points  and  10 
rebounds  per  game. 

Extra  speed  and  quickness  on  the 
floor  come  from  George  Crippen  and 
Marshall  Little,  both  of  whom  also  have 
sharp  eyes  for  the  basket.  The  big  man  is 
Clark  Sinclair,  a  6-8  performer  who  set 


most  of  the  team  records  in  blocking  shots 
last  year. 

Most  promising  freshmen  are  James 
(Poochie)  Floyd,  an  all-round  good 
scorer  and  floorman,  and  6-7  Brian 
Ericksen. 

Women  experienced,  too 

More  experience  also  is  a  prime  asset 
of  the  PC  women's  basketball  team  that 
compiled  a  stout  14-11  record  in  their 
second  season  of  varsity  competition. 

Coach  Randy  Randall  used  virtually  all 
freshmen  last  year,  so  even  the  oldest 
on  the  floor  are  just  sophomores.  He 
indicates  his  squad  will  be  shorter  than 
most  of  the  opposition  but  will  present 
a  "very  scrappy"  brand  of  play.  The  shoot- 
ing is  expected  to  be  greatly  improved. 


Four  starters  return  from  the  1978-79 
outfit.  Lee  King  is  the  big  gun  as  top 
scorer  (17  point  average)  and  rebounder 
(10  per  game).  She  shares  the  leadership 
as  a  tri-captain  with  two  guards — Mary 
Kay  Campbell,  a  steady  and  consistent 
performer,  and  floor  leader  Lynn  Woods. 
Center  Cindy  Carlisle,  tallest  player  at 
an  even  6  feet,  seems  about  to  fulfill  her 
first-year  promise  as  the  most  improved 
sophomore  on  the  team. 

Randall  also  expects  good  action  from 
Nancy  Davis  and  Gay  Todd,  two  sopho- 
mores new  to  the  squad  this  year,  and 
from  freshmen  Susan  Childs,  Nancy  Wall.

'80  Reservations  Accelerate 

Reservations  deposits  for  next  fall's  freshman 
class  are  coming  in  at  a  record  pace — almost 
three  times  as  many  now  as  in  mid-November 
of  last  year. 

Admissions  director  Bill  Jackson  said  he 
is  concerned  that  dormitory  space  will  be 
exhausted  earlier  than  ever.  He  urged  qual- 
ified, interested  students  to  initiate  action 
as  soon  as  possible. 

PC  had  to  establish  a  waiting  list  for 
women  in  March  last  year  and  finally  resorted 
to  temporary  overflow  accommodations  in  an 
effort  to  meet  the  needs  of  both  men  and 
women  entering  as  new  students  this  fall. 


Annual  Giving:  $204,040 
Springs  drive:  $180,000 

Annual  Giving  reached  a  grateful  $204,040 
by  Thanksgiving  Day  in  quest  of  the 
record  $285,000  goal  set  for  1979. 

With  books  scheduled  to  close  on 
January  15,  this  leaves  almost  two 
months  in  which  to  reach  the  objective 
of  funds  vitally  needed  to  help  meet 
soaring  costs  of  operation. 

At  the  same  time,  the  alumni  drive 
for  capital  funds  to  renovate  LeRoy 
Springs  Gymnasium  and  endow  scholar- 
ships rose  to  almost  $180,000.  This 
work  also  continues  in  an  effort  to 
claim  the  $25,000  challenge  grant  of 
the  Frances  Ley  Springs  Foundation. 

Alumni  continue  to  lead  the  way  in 
Annual  Giving.  Of  the  total  subscribed 
to  date,  $122,030  has  come  from  1,166 
alumni  contributors. 
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
